“Wo HE Day after the Czar’s Arrival bere; all 
the Minifters, both Foreign and Dome- 
ftick, went to Court, to pay him their 
Compliments. After which, his Majefty 

conferred with feveral of his own Minifters,,bat 
thofe from foreign Cadurts. were admitted to Au- 
dience fome on that Day, and the reft the Day fol- 
Jowing. M. Weftpbale, the Danifh Envoy Extgaor- 
‘inary, was the firft who was admitted to congratu- 
late the Czar, and to acquaint him with the Parti- 
celars of his Commiffion, to which he received a 


favourable Aofwer in general Terms, and wag ce- 


ferred to the Miniftey to confer with them as tp the 
‘Particulars of his Negociation. The Czar appears 
‘to be very eafy and contented fince hia Arrival, 
which makes it hoped he will grant his Pardon to 
feveral condemned Criminals, and diftribure a 
Sum of Money tothe Poor, but it is not believed 
bis Pardon wil extend to {uch as are condemned 
for the late Confpiracy. The laft Accounts 
from Perfia fay, that Miri-Weys keeps very 

wiet with his Army, without offering any Ho- 
flit to our Troops, having promifed to behave 
fo till he receives an Aofwer to the Letter he wrote 
‘to the Czar when at Aftracan ; but as our Court 
has no Intention to allow him his Demands, ‘tis 
likely he will fhortly begin bis Ravages; however, 
our People having had tumc¢ enough to fecure them- 
felves within their Fortifications, and to Pot them- 
felves advantagioufly, ’tis not doubted bur théy will 
be able to withftand him. The Turkif Ambaffa- 
dour who is arrived here having opened the Sub- 
jet: of his Commiffion to Baron Schaffiroff, makes 
prefling Inftances to be ({peedily difpatched, not- 
withftanding he has been allowed 1000 Rubles a
